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SG A examines budget and CLC protest

At last Friday's SCA meeting, 
Dernio Freelandt, the treasurer, 
submitted a $50,000 budget for 
discussion and comment* 

The budget which covers the 
period from September to May 
anticipates a revenue of $55,000 
mid thus a surplus of $5,000 that 
will be applied to next summer's 
operation. 

Freelandt stated that he found 
tils greatest problem was In ass- 
essing where tho SGA stood fin- 
ancially as of last June 1st. Haran 
Mahabirslnch, the last year's 
treasurer, did not do his job, 
according to several SCA sources, 
Mahahlrslngh failed to take into 
account a $2,500 bill for spring 
graduation, as yet unpaid. Tele- 
phone, printing and several other 
bills were found to be left un- 
paid. 

Philip Popovlcli, SGA vice-presi- 
dent, was plssod off that Mahnblr- 

sinch Pushed for leaving tho 



$500, and Laurentian Players, 
$1,500. $1,000 is set aside for 
the printing, publishing and dis- 
tribution of course evaluations 
that will bo carried out by ad- 
ministration. 

$3,000 has boon allotted to next 
year's graduation. Orientation, 
Frosh Week and Winter Carnival 
wilt have $4,000 set aside for 
them. Another $2,500 has been 
allocated to Dances and movies. 

Clubs and organizations will be 
allotted $2,500 which wilt be app- 
roximately $1,000 more than last 
year. Popovich suggested that any 
groups wishing flmdlng from the 
SGA should get their twdgets and 
requests into the SGA office. 

$3,000 Is allocated to the bin- 
ding of Student Security. Frcc- 

landt has provided for $18,000 
to be spent on administration of 

the SGA office - $12,500 of that 
to go towards salaries and bene- 
fits.

Thomson's newspapers, 
especially in Canada, were famed 
for their incredibly low wae.es and 
shocking ill-treatment of staff — an 
achievement in an industry not 
noted for its progressive attitudes 
towards employees. 

Any attempts at organizing for 
decent conditions were of course 
dealt with harshly by the odious 
Lord's organization Instant firings, 
stabs and nation-wide blacklistings 
were all favourite methods of 
dealing with unionism.

OFS researcher Dale Martin, 
who helped draw up the camp* 
algu demands, said the demand 
Is geared specifically for this year 
and "makes operational a posi- 
tion on appeals." 

While OFS* long-term goal is 
the abolition of student loans in 
favour of grants, the federation 
lias a number of "Immediate de- 
mands" based on the system as it 
currently exists, he said. 

Martin challenged Parrott's cl- 
aim that the OSAP budget Is In- 
adequate to fund student appeals 
for additional assistance. 

lie said the federation believes 
the government has not spent its 
entire student aid Imdgct in past 
years, and that this year's budget 

may have a surplus of approx- 
imately $10 million. 

The minister has denied such a 
surplus exists, hut has admitted 
that any leftover monies would re- 
vert to the provincial treasury 
rather than be placed In an ap- 
peals fund, according to Martin.

It con- 
tains most of the nutrients of 
mlllc including protein, rlbflavin, 
and calcium. The protein In 
cheese Js of the same high <*ial- 
ity as the protein In mcat.flsh 

and eggs. 
If you're cutting down on m-Jflt 

In protest against the use of 
hormones and antibiotics and sky- 
high prices, cheoso can be your 
best friend. But not always. It 
depends on the nature of the che- 
ese you choose. 

Like all good friends, cheese 
lias been subjected to the mighty 
and destructive club of commer- 
cial interests. 

Somehow the word "cheese" 

on a snack food draws the con- 
sumer like a magnot. The fla- 
vor of cheese combined with the 
implication of nutrient value ap- 
pears to be an Irresistible com- 
bination. 

Do not be deluded Into serving 
these snacks to your family, or 
be foolish enough to believe that 
they contain all the nutrients of 
cheese. They don't. 

Cheese flavour does not mean 
cheese. In processed food, It 
means a rhemlcnl flavour unrel- 
ated to nutrition. Food chemists 
have the competence and expertise 
of Merlin the magician. Their 
only Interests are economy and 
long shelf-life. Remember that 
anything which prolongs "shelf- 
life" has the opposite effect on 

your life. 

Cheese flavour boosters are not 
even distantly related to cheese - 
not even kissing cousins. They are 
n blend of spices, sugar f saU,MSG 
and imitation flavours. 

A symbol of the manufacturers 
necromany of which you must be 
wary Is "processed cheese." 

Beatrice Tram Hunter in her 
book CONSUMER BEWARE cate- 
gorizes processed cheese as a 

•'plastic mass". 

Back in 1935, F.J. Schllnk of 
Consumers Research warned that 
"one of the major atrocities of 
this ape Is the disappearance of 
natural cheese and the substitu- 
tion for It of what is called 'pro- 
cessed' cheese, made by prindlnR 
cheese of very low quaWy and of 
any quantity that Imppends to boa- 
vail able, and mixing in chemicals 
and cmulclflers. 

Natural cheoso matures slowly, 
through enzymatic action. Pro- 
cessed cheese are made quickly 
by heat and then aerated to In- 
crease their volume. As Beat- 
rice Trum Hunter points out/'The 
end products have undergone such 
modifications that they scarcely 
deserve classification as food. 

Cottage cheoso, which weight 
watchers eat so virtuously by the 
carton, comes in for Its share of 
tampering. Sodium hypochlorite 
washing the curd. Dlacetyl may 
bo added as a flavoring agent. 
Large amounts of salt may be ad- 
ded. Annattoo ( a dye derived 
from seeds) or cochineal ( a dye 
derived from dried female in- 
sects) may bo used as coloring 
agents* Hydrogen peroxide is 
frequently used as a preserva- 
tive. Calcium sulfate, which is 
related to plaster of parls, which 
has no nutritive value and Is a ma-

terial of questionable safety in 
foods, Is permitted and usually 
used on cottage cheese. Mold re- 
tarders of sorbic acid are also 
permitted. Mold retarders of sor- 
bin acid are also permitted. No- 
thing but the sorbic acid is re- 
quired to be noted on the label. 
The hydrogen peroxide Is added 
to destroy jacterla as well as 
bleach the cheese. At the same 
time, It destroys vitamin A. La- 
ter, a catalase is added in order 
to remove the hydrogen peroxide. 
The wrapper on the cheese does 
not tell you about the peroxide.

Nor docs it tell you about the dyes 
that have been used in order to 
color the product. Blue or green 
coloring is sometimes added to 
white cheese to offset the natur- 
al white color of the milk. 

Truly natural cheese Is made 
from certified raw milk produced 
from animals on farms not using 
chemical fertilizers or pesticides 
But only organic cheese meets all 
these requirements. Many vari- 
eties of natural cheese - like £- 
dam, Gouda, Provolone and Swiss - 
which originated In Europe are 
now produced or sold In Canada*

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HomophHes seek change in consent laws

TORONTO (CUP) — Abolishing age of consent laws, 
establishing an autonomous lesbian movement and the 
Inclusion of sexual orientation in the BUI of Rights 
were all topics of discussion at the Fourth Annual 
Gay Conference hold this September In Toronto. 

Particular attention focused around the National 
Gay nights Coalition (NGRC). NGRC was formed last 
year and represents 30 gay organisations around the 
country* It seeks to mobilize support on specific 
issues through campaigns* NGCH Is working to re- 
move discriminatory federal legislation and lobby for 
the Implementation of civil rights for gay people. 

MGRC had no women delegates voting at this ye- 
ar's conference. Last year the lesbian caucus split 
from NGCR because the women felt that lesbian pri- 
orities wouldn't get adequate attention from the male* 
dominated NGCR. At this year's conference, NGCR 
revested that a delegate from the women's caucas 
the decisions the lesbian caucus was taking. 

Some women In the caucus argued against token 
representation and no woman volunteered for the 
Job. 

Some of the demands put forward by NGCR last 
year were the inclusion of sexual orientation In the 
Dill or nights, an end to Job discrimination against 
homosexuals in the federal Government, removal of 
all references to homosexuality from the Immigra- 
tion Act and the Divorce Act, and the abolition of age 
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of consent laws and equal custody rights for homo- 
sexual parents. 

Another issue that occupied NGCR's attention last 
year was the police repression against gays prior to 
the Olympic games. Last May, representatives of 
gay organizations were told by a COJO (Committee 
to Organize the Olympics) employee that a directive 
had been circulated to the effect that 'non-conforming 
elements \ including gays, were to be 'driven un-

AGE OF CONSENT 

At this year's conference, a heated controversy 
centred on abolishing age of consent laws, which would 
allow Individuals of any age to freely engage In sex- 
ual activity. Though the resolution had passed at 
last year's conference, Gays of Ottawa wanted to re- 
open the debate. 

The present laws are a blatant example of homo- 
sexual discrimination; the age of consent for hetero- 
sexuals Is 1G, for gays it Is 21. Delegates arguing 
In favor of complete abolition recognize that many

fourteen and fifteen year olds have been gay as long 
as they can remember and feel quite at ease with their 
sexuality and their need to express it. Abolishing 
these laws would let young people know that the gay, 
movement is on their disc, they say. 

Anti-abolitioners fear the adverse publicity that could 
be generated to discredit the entire gay movement when 
NGCR goes to the government to havo the laws abol- 
ished. Fears that NGCR would come under attack for 
wanting laws that would on courage' fifty year old queers 
preying on young boys' spurred some delegates to push 
for a more moderate position. 

The majority of delegates remained unswayed by 
these arguments though, and NGCR reaffirmed its posi- 
tion to abolish oil age of consent laws. 

A workshop for the lesbian caucus revealed there was 
still bitterness on the part of some lesbians for the 
trashing they've received from gay men in the past. 
Lesbians were denounced by gay men for their lack 

of activism in the movement and their lack of a soph- 
isticated political analysis. 

"It's harder for lesbians to come out in our society 
than It Is for gay men. As women, lesbians tend to be 
isolated in their homes, tending to their children and 
husbands. They often don't have the companionship 
of other lesbians and thereby no means of moral sup- 
port. The weaker financial position of most women 
also discourages them from rocking the boat, in 
child custody cases, children are usually awarded to 
the straight spouse," said FauberL 

"There are several reasons why gay men and les- 
bians are allies. Both movements reject the sex roles 
which society attempts to foist onus. The liberation of 

both women and gays is seen as a threat to the fa- 
mily".

Dear Editor, 

Your Vol. 1 edition of Lambda 
ha* a few contradictory remarks 
ou the editorial page. 

First of all, 1 would like to 
express my admiration towards 
Chairman Mao, I accept his being 
a great personality, a great poli- 
tician and a great teacher but Sta- 
lin too had all those descriptions. 

I would not accept his "farther 
development of Marxism - Len- 
inism and that "Mao went on to 
promote permanent revolution. 

You cannot reject that there Is a 
split In the CCP, the so-called 
"revisionist" and the Maoist fac- 
tions and that aftor the cultural 
revolution the army which more or 
less was under "revisionist" in- 
fluence grew stronger. Then of 
course eliminations resulted. Af- 
ter the fall of Lin Piao the Re- 
cultural revolution began to e- 
merge which almost all were "ca- 
pitalist readers " Uicn (Teng 
Hsiao- Plus. 

Since 1949, the Chinese workers 
which I can say has never 'won' 
power in the full sense were the 
base of the party, the submiss- 



ion of the working class to the 
party was the central political im- 
portance of the party. As the 
class that benefitted most from 
the revolution, it became more and 
more dependent on the party and 
did not realize the rapid bureau- 
cratization of the Party. 
The CCP did not worry about 

the political loyalty of the masses 
but mis changed, workers strugg- 
les were reported in latter 1974, 
in Canton there were demonstra- 
tions attacking the parly manage- 
ment as "bureaucratic" similarly 
in Flange how. These wore quite 
heavy events the army was put in 
alert. 

Long before this 'anti-rightest' 
campaign there were struggles be- 
tween the 'revisionists' and the 
Maoist faction and there was a 
sharp polarization within the top 
leadership of the party. The A- 
pril 5 events were good proof 
of this where almost 100,000 citi- 
zens protested violently. 

In fact, Stalinism and Maoism 
can be In very good relations with 
each other In the sense that Co- 
ven Mao uses the term Marxist- 
Leninist-Stalinist in his literature. 

It Is true that the transforma- 
tion of society from capitalism to 
socialism is a worldwide pheno- 
menon determined by the objec- 
concept that this transformation 



is deeply rooted in the very na- 
ture of the political economy of 
capitalism which Integrated sev- 
eral societies ond countries has 
never been an operative proposi- 
tion of Marxist philosophy. Mao 
has moved to say that world rev- 
olution Is the arithmetic sum of 
separate national revolutions. 

Mao's proposition is that re- 
volutions will first occur in back- 
wards countries but socialism will 
bo constructed In these countries 
first. Hence cities (advance cap- 
italists) will be surrounded by the 
countryside (backward countries), 

Mao does not examine the re- 
volutions in backward countries 
in its international context but 
explains by vulgar saying that the 
more backward and exploited the 
masses are, the more revolutions 
will occur. 

Mao reaches a voluntarlst con- 
clusion that material conditions 
are at best a secondary factor 
in building socialism In China, 
The primary factor Is the rals* 
Jng of mass consciousness by edu- 
cation, campaigns and even strug- 
cles. But under leadership and 
control of MOaolsts, there is your 
permanent revolution.

has called on Hie government to 
finance post-secondary education 
for low-income students with the 
money saved by the elimination 
of summer Job programs. 

John Hodrlguex, NDP member 
for Nickel Belt, said In a press 
release Sept. 14 that the $30 
million saved when the govern- 
Youth (OFY) program this year 
should be awarded as grants to 
poor students who could not find 
work this summer* 

Without some form of govern- 
ment aid, many students will not 
be able to return to classes this 
term, the MP said in an accompan- 
ying statement. 

Rodriguez also echoed the de- 



calllng for the elimination of tui- 
tion fees as a "long term" solu- 
tion making post-secondary edu- 
cation accessible to students from 
low-Income backgrounds. 

lie said his demands are a res- 
ponse to the federal government's 
"uncaring attitude towards student 
unemployment and Its inability in 
creating student summer Jobs, 

Student unemployment ran 15 to 

20 percent Vih* summer he said. 

repeating figures from Ids sum- 

mor study, subsequently used as 

background for an Opposition do- 
cument on summer unemployment 

(The exact number of unem- 
ployed students Is impossible to 

calculate this year because the de- 



partment of manpower and immi- 
gration refused to fund a special 
Statistics Canada survey to de- 
termine that figure.) 

Rodriguez said a soon to be pub- 
lished Secretary of State study 
shows that students from $15,000 
per year Income families are three 
times as likely to attend a post- 
secondary institution as those fr- 
om families earning $G,QQ0 yea- 
rly. 

A government study last year 
showed students from the latter 
Income bracket had only a 25 
per cent chance of attending un- 
iversity if they were unable to 
find summer work, and a 47 per 
post secondary institutions, ac- 
cording to Rod riguoz.

Since last October 14, Canadians hovo been 
faced by a programme of wage controls Intro- 
duced by a govommont that was otoctod on a 
platform that opposed controts. 

Trio government* since that time, has tried 
to convince the people of Canada that the 
Anti-Inflation Board and tho controls are 
boating Inflation. But t It Is |ust not so. There 
has boon a slowdown in tho rale of Inflation, but 
it Is almost entirely tho result of an unusually 
small Increase in tho price of food. And, food 
prices at tho farm goto are not oven covered by 
the controls. 

In tho meantime, the prices of other con- 
sumer goods continue to spiral upwards. Tho 
fact is that prices aro not being controlled by 
tho government prog rommo. 

Howovor, tho AlB has a tremendous Impact 
on wages. It has rolled back tho wages of 
hundreds of thousands of Canadian working 
peopto. Tho board Is constantly tolling tho 
media how many wages It has cut, but It Is 
strangely silent about price rollbacks. 

Along with controls, tho government 
Implemented what It likes to call "restraints". 
It is cutting bock on family allowances, and on 
Unemployment Insurance and Its share of tho 
cost of medical care. Pensioners, students and 
lovHncomo groups, tho people least ablo to 
pay, will have to fork out more for health care, 



post-socondary education and other basic 

services. 

Unemployment is tho most serious 
economic and social problem lacing Canada 
today. Instead of tackling this problem, tho 
government has protended to tight Inflation and 
has cut back on Unemployment Insurance In 
an effort to savo money. The way to savo money 
on Unemployment Insurance is to create more 
Jobs, not blamo unemployed workers for tho 
fact that jobs do notoxlst 

The present government was elected on a 
platform of opposition to wage and price 
controls. Fifteen months lator, It did an about- 
face and Imposed controls, demonstrating a 
cynical attitude to Its own election promise. 
This Is ctoarly undemocratic 

Tho govommont must bo mode to respect 
Its promises. This won't hoppon if Canadians 
just sit back and do nothing, Tho right to dissent 
must bo exorcised If Canada's democratic 
tradition is to hovo any moaning. 

On October 14, exorcise your right to 
dissent Join with Canadians from coast to 
coast as they participate in a Notional Day of 
Protest to convince tho government that 
Canadians want to be freed of tho unfairness of 
tho controls.

With tho forcing of wage (and price) controls on the 
people of Canada In October 1975, the Liberal government 
has bcon feebly attempting to dig out the system from one 
of the recurring economic crises which are characteristic 
of capitalism, in reading over the speech presented by 
Trudeau on Oct. 13/70 introducing the restraint 
program, one finds many Indications that 
Trudeau purposely trios to mislead the people as to the true 
essence of inflation. In the speech he states that. "The 
basic cause of inflation In Canada Is the attempt by too 
many people and too many groups to increase their money 
Incomes at a rate faster than the increase In the nations 
wealth." He goes on to blame tho people for the present 
economic crisis with such statements as, "...people are 
caught In the grip of what some have called the revolu- 
tion of rising expectations." As If it Is "rising expectations*' 
which have just surfaced out of nowhere in recent times 
to 1)0 the cause of Inflation. What Trudeau wants to mystify 
Is that there are very definite scientific laws which govern 
"incomes* 1 (profits as well as wages), prices, the value 
of money, etc., and that lunation Is an objective phenomenon 
which con be explained in terms of these taws. 

In nation is the expansion of the supply of money and 
other forms of Finance Capital (le; capital not directly 
related to production), lndepcndant of and therefore at a 
faster rate than the real growth of production, which results 
In more and more dollars chasing fewer goods. These 
more and more dollars are created by a number of methods: 
a) by Increasing the consumer credit and appropriating the 
Interest created (le: through loans, credit cards etc.); b) 
by Deficit Financing where the government spends more 
money than it has and takes out huge loans from the finance 
capitalists to cover It. The working people of the country 
pay the Interest oo these loans through taxation as the debt 
grows and grows. And where docs the government spend 
all this money? Mainly on building the Infrastructure nec- 
essary for tho mononpoly-capltalist extraction of our natural 
resources and also to provide a multitude of welfare programs 
so as not to hurt consumer demand when unemployment is 

on tho rise. 

We see here also, who Is receiving the too many dollars. 
U is the finance capitalists, primarily from the U.S., who 
make the loans and take the interest. It is their export of 
Finance Capital (as opposed to the export of commodities) 
which marks them as an Imperialist nation. The cooperation 
of tho Canadian capitalists and the Canadian bourgeois state 
Is assured due to the benefits to be derived from their 
selllng-out of our natural resources, our labour power and 
the use of Canada as a dumping ground for surplus goods 

produced In the U.S. 

Inflation has absotutly nothing to do with "rising ex- 
pectations' and has everything to do with the moribund 

monopoly-capitalist system which reaps superprofits from 
mere circulation of money capital, completely outside of 
and infact to the detriment of the growth of production. 

Another subject brought out In Trudcau's speech is the 
question of imported oil and oil prices. First he sr./s, 
r I do not promise that the policy I am announcing will he an 
overnight cure for inflation. We cannot, for example, control 
price increases of imported commodities such as oil." 
Later ho says tha t though government spending Is subject 
to these restraints," It must increase If we are to continue 
to provide essential services, such as cushioning Canadians 
against part of the increase in the cost of imported oil,..." 
Now the question for Trudeau Is; why can't you control 
the prices of imported commodities such as oil? Not only 
must the prices of such commodities as oil be controlled, 
but In fact there Is no need for importing oil what-so-ever. 
Canada Is actually and potentially capable of looking after 
its own oil needs. So why Is Trudeau not controlling the 
price of oil and stepping its Import altogether? Trudeau 
and his government make a tot of noise shout "national 
sovereignty", etc when it comes to dealing with the Immi- 
grants, especially those who come from oppressed nations. 
They use tho state to buy cheap labour from tho world mar- 
ket and deprive that labour of any rights in Canada. Hut when 
the time comes to use the state against the US oil mono- 
polies, Trudeau and his government willingly capitulate and 
obediently serve the Interests of tlte US imperialists. This 
talk of cushioning against Increases In the cost of Impor- 
ted oil means that US branch plants In Canada will be sub- 
sidized (as they export Canadian oil) while at tho same 
time oil from US firms Is Imported at high cost from out- 
side. 
On Oct. 14th, the workers of this country will protest 

Trudeau's restraint program. As In a general strike, many 
of them will not go to work, but Instead will hold study ses- 
sionSt picket Institutions and disseminate Information con- 
cerning the lies and oppressive tactics of the capitalist 
state. They will take up the slogan "Make the Klcti Pay . 
as they continue their struggle with the knowledge that a 
general rise in the rate of wages means only less profits 
for tho capitalists and not Increased prices. The monopoly 
capitalists are responsible for inflation and they must bear 
the burden. MAKE THE RICH PAY !

We had assumed 
that since this was volume fifteen it would also be 
Lamtxla's flfteenlli year In operation. To acknowledge 
that we thought it mlgnt l>o amusing to rifle through 
our morgue fllos and attempt to reconstruct some of 
those years and their highlights.

Lambda first broke surface In the winter of I960, 
the fifteenth of December. It roared out of Hie bowels 
of 320 Elgin Street In downtown Sudbury. Lnureritlan 
University itself at that time was a nascent institu- 
tion of little importance In the scheme of things, it 
called the Lanrenlinn Gazette and was six pases long.

Lambda's editor was Hi chord joly and Lambda was 
was followed by two other issues that year (academic 
CO-Ct); each of eight pages tabloid bringing the total 
to twenty-two pages for volume one. 

The second Issue of Lambda was called Lambda and 
though wo couldn't discover how the name was chosen 
It has been ttiat from that day to this. Well not exactly 
it was for a time also known as Le Lambda. Lambda 
Is the Greek for "L" as in Laurent Ian. 

Initially the paper was bilingual, immedlatly below 
the editor in chief were found an English editor and a 

Francals editor. Some articles were In English others 

In French. And as often as not, stdc by each on page 

after page. 

Richard Joly returned to man the second 

volume of Lambda. Joly managed to get off four issues 
himself, on page one he vehemently dented rumoured 
charges of censorship by. an unnamed Dean of Men. 
We can only speculate as to what a Dean of Men was 
but the creature sounds capable of deeds both devious 
low. Lambda was and remained for some time the 
clflcial publication of the Student's General Associa- 
tion of Laurcntian University (S.G.A.L.U.) until it ga- 
ined an autonomous status some years later. 
Lambda was edited by Carole Trudeau in it third 
year of operation. Carol had no many ads on her first 
page that there was harly room for copy. Advertising 
guidelines wore still unformulated or at least very 
weak. At any rate the paper had progressed enough to 
generate some ad revenue. The rate was one dollar 
per column inch. Presently It is two hundred dollars 



to buy a page—and It can not he ttie front or editorial 
pages. The paper had some problems In Its third year. 
A frantic plea for help from the staff t the student 
txxiy must have received a good rosponce. Carole man- 
aged to surp^s Joly's efforts and produced a yet larger 
edition. Unfortunatly the library has neither the third 
nor fifth numbers of volume three. ! would sooner for- 
give the loss of the dead sea scrolls than this. 
Volume four is lighter by one issue. The editor, 
lames de Finney Slugged out seven subltned issues. 
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of the S.CLA.L.U, and had -John Ilaltby as netlni: editor. 
Lambda was still tightly controlled by the S.G.A.L.U. at 
this time as evidenced by an editorial by the then 

editor Frian David "... Hie S.G.A. controls the student 
newspaper. It writes ttie ticket; it provides the budget: 
it choses the printer... student swerebar raged with quaint 
hcad]|ncs...5.G.A. IRONS OUT PKORLEMS. 

Volume six of G7-G8 which should have been volume 
eight was edited by Dob Wilson. Wilson now works 
on the library staff. He changed the format of Lanilxla 
somewhat but really won our hearts with the Lambda 
of February the ninth 1968. Boh created the "Sludge- 
bury Starch" which was lettered much like a well

eral years after de Finney had loft, 
James Doyle, de Finney's former Encllsh editor man- 
ned the fifth volume. It was In this and the following 
year in which the bilingual format of Lambda evolved 
to the present distinctness between the trench and eng- 
llsh student publications. The flrst three issues were 
of the same bilingual format of previoas years. The 
fourth Issue of Lambda was entirely French, followed 
by an entirely English edition and again an entirely 
French edition. The year's total (64-60) was six issues. 
James edited the three bltingual and one English edi- 
tions. Jacques Provost was the editor of the two 
francals Lambdas, These were the flrst and the last 
Lambda's that appeared entirely in French. 

For volume six Lambda had Jim Bullock as her editor. 
The French version was contained in the same tabloid 
but printed opposite that of the English. If you took 
one of these papers and turned it back to front and 
lop to bottom you would end up with the Lambda/ Le 
Lambda of your choice— be it francals or English. 
Each issue had a distinct staff that had to meet a com- 
mon press run. Jacques do courvlll was Le Lambdas 
ffrst editor. He was quickly followed by Pierre Belangor 
who manned the better part of Le Lambda's first volume. 
Le Lambda retained the English flag for a short period 
and then published under its distinct Le Lambda flag. 

The preamble on the microfilm states that the paper 44 pub- 
lished irregularly in bilingual or French or English 
editions/' Irregulary is the key word when following 
this period of the papers history. Since each group 
had the same press deadlines there could be no argu- 
ment about the date. Put volume and Issue number al- 
most seem to have been chosen at the caprice of the respective 

editors. 

Volume five soems to have lasted three years. The 

Library has resorted to crossing out volume numbers and 
designated the Fronch and English versions new numbers 
with an "a" or "b" subcase. 

Volume 5b of 1966-67 (Vol 5 was 64-65 and vol 5a was 
65-66) was one of Lambda's loss Impressive years. 
The flrst issue was to be assembled by council members

The 
francophone chauvinist's were every hit as imaginative 
ami mntchcdLamtxia with "Poutette de laSomalne." Both 
features were done by the same photographer. And like 
do Kinney's Lambda flag (a la Bui ck). the feature outlived 
its patron. 

Wilson returned to the editors desk for a time In the 
following volume alone *Wi a new inductee Mitrh 
McMillan as co-editor. They continued to name the 
C8-&9 edition as volume six. The library has striked 
out the volume number and made it a seven In their 
records, Lnmlxia .and Le Lamlxla continued to publish 
back to track. An" interesting example of over collab- 
oration was the Dec, 13, 19GB edition. The centrefold 
was a bilingual Christmas greeting. 

McMillan and Wilson were unable to continue their 
dynamic duo act and the S.G.A. accepted applications 
for editor—It seemed "Polh editors cave academic rea- 
sons plus an ahvioiis student disinterest In the news 
paper as grounds for their resignations. (Lambda Nov. 
Ken Si 11 imp aa was apparently the SGA's choice 
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was bollix hassled by censorship under the war Mea- 
sures Act. There were threats to various editors of 
Internment by l>oth university and state police if certain 
aetieles were printed and If alrendy printed papers were 

distributed. 

LAMBDA suspended publishing Dec. 10, 1970 because 

of problems of its own. In a pretty hitter edltoral 
addressed to its readers the staff more or less told 
everyone to kiss off. Hut addicted as they were they 
returned with Issue mrnber 14 on .Ian. 21, 1971, Noel 
Reach took over as editor after Cathy officially guided 
two more to press. Someone called "The Shadow" 
ALSO WAS WORKING WITH THE PAPER' Only a few people 
are privy to the- shadow's real identity but he/she 
contributed various material to the paper on a more 
or less regular basis under several editors. Lamlxla 
also published a communique from the Weather Under- 
ground via Pcrnadlne Dohrn who at that time was on 
the F.B.L's most wanted list. It was a reprint from 
Chicago's "Sq&I". Not to be outdone Le Lambda printed 
(lie F.L.Q/S manifesto in direct contravention toTrudcau's 
War Measures Act. 



Ken had no idea that soon he would t«ar the crushing 
responsibility of being the editor of Sudbury's largest 
English newspaper: though he could seek solace from 
Bernart Thibodenu, editor of Le Lambda. In Jam of 
19G9 the Sudbury Star went on strike and for a brief 
dizzying span of time Lambda had the better of the 
Thompson monopoly. It must have been a groat feeling 
for the novitiate editor of some two months. 
The G9-70 volume of Lambda twgan withlhe familiar 
picas for help from the new editor scotty Mcrrt field. 
The year ahead for lambda and Laurentlan was going 
to be exciting and rewarding. It would see the dumping 
of the then presedent Stanley Mulllns&s well as a re- 
warding year for the paper In Its attempts to poiltislzo 
students. The faculty association and students united 
in a successftil attempt to rid the university adminis- 
tration of Mlllins . Throughout the struggle the paper 
prooved its worth by publishing toachins and providing 
information background and support to the Joint efforts 
of Laurentlans community. Lambda went up to 26 Issues 
in that volume and within it are many of the best it 

has ever printed. 

Cathy Wigle began volume nine (70-71) will the familiar 
problems of being short staffed. Laurentlan had Its 
problem as well as no long range planning, no president, 
salary disputes and Inadaquate government support. Dut 
students were willing to act politically. Dill Davis 
was Minister of University Affairs than and students 
won his ear by plckiting Queens Park. 

Canadian University Press (the national association to 
which Lambda had been a member of tor some time now) 
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Noel issued vol. 9 *21 in a metro format. It '/as felt 
the larger pages would make layout easier and offer 
the reader more variety. This was followed by two more 
metro editions which brought the volumes total to 23 
and volume nine to a close. 

Noel was also the editor of volume 10 (71-72) and 
carried on with the metro desien till the end of Nov. 
after which he reverted hark to the present tabloid 
style. * Lambda's editor was also threatened with 
litigation regarding nn article printed in the last is- 
sue of the previous volume. It was one of several 
threats that have been made from time to time and 
never seem to go beyond that. It's also In this year 
the Pres, Dr. Kd Monahan accepted his position which 
filled the Rap left by the Mull Ins delinking. 
Volume eleven (72-73) was Lambda's 13th year in business. 

The paper was guided by Lyn Downer. Once 
again the Lambda flag was changed. Lyn had the flag 
strum: boldly across each front page with "the second 
decade" as its moito. 

Hilt Scandlan took the reikis for volume twelve. He 
was practically tlie only veteran on the paper as most 
former staff had graduated or applied there talents 
elsewhere. The Sudbury Star was once attain on strike 
and Lamlxla lent Its panes in support of thai struggle. 
We could not however claim to he Sudbury s largest 
paper this time as Northern Life was on the scene; 
we could however continue to claim to be Sudbury's 
best newspaper, 

!?ilt got some help from old staffers like Moe Proulx 
and Richard Woodty who continued to send in material 
from farther afield. Mil also look a stab at Lampooning 
the local daily's union problems In hisslxth Issue... "The 
Sudbury Scat)/' with was merely a face lift on a previous 

lampoon... "The Sudbury Scar/' 
More serious txislness was afoot with that year's 
S.G.A. couiicll. The S.G.A. exociittvp was doing lis 
best to starve Lambda out of *'xistaii'*e. The executive 
blocked all attempts to rive Lambda its Uidr« l L 

Things \\o\ to their worsl when the vice-president •« 
was courirt stealing Hies. It was litter discovered that 
It became pretty obvious that there was a concerted 
effort (o sabotage (he publication. Part of the Wrremess 
arose from Lambda's criticism of th*« "Keep-hr 
scheme which was supposed to save students thousands 
of dollars wit! local merchants. The organizers firured 
they could iu*j LamUia as a free ride for advertising to 
entice merchants . The "KKKP ID " schema «ost \m) 
and probably never saved anyone a cent. 

At any rate certain S.G. A. executive memliers rot 
together and prttlticrti "The Alternative which was 
what they Mieved the student newspaper Miould U;. 
its closing pane had Uiismessace"...ANOTHKHISSUI : :.'..." 
your voice will decide!'' II was never seeuai:aiiu 

Honor Campeau, the S.G.A'. veep resigned after ail 
overwhelming vote of non-confidence in his actions and 
Lambda continued to publisher the remainder of tlie 
year. The next year Rot) Fordo and Vivian "Candy" 
Easton took over the editorship in an effort to prove 
two editors are better than one. This was not the case 
and Candy resigned Dec. 3 In an effort to 
aJlow thines a chance \o sort themselves mit, mi the 
rttlly big story of the year which never got printed 
were financial problems. A Lambda staffer misappro- 
priated over half a p.rand for ^ono personal use. The 
police wanted to lay charges but the paper settled for 
repayment and went along with administrations advice 
and pretended the whole thing didn't happen. 

This brings us up to LAM PDA'S most recent year. 
LINDA FEX provisionally accepted editorship since none 
was Interested at the time. Early in the year she 
opted for co-editorship with o'Tucky McLean. That was 
short lived and both decided to step down in order to 
allow someone to takeon the JobfulMime. Harry Sheppard, 
a veteran from Lambda's past took the position at the 
unanamous consent of the staff He siso assumed the 
duties of business manager when the present one was 
found somewhat delinquent 

Under Harry's direction and with the co-operation of 
his staff the paper assumed Its present format. 

Lambda has always been as strong or as weak as the 
people that have worked with her. Its people have often 
been as discouraged and frustrated with their production 

as her readers. Still It provides an opportunity to learn 
and fumble one's way through the intrudes of the student 
press that has been there for those with the time and 
the curiosity. Ofter sloppy, Inaccurate, late and amat- 
eurish it has been a rewarding experience for its mem- 
bers and a forum for the community hero. Hut then 
Lambda Isn't the Globe and Mali, or does It with to be; 
there are already enough of those. 

The flaw In the fore going is that it neglects many peo- 
ple who have made significant contributions. The people 
who write, typeset, take photographs, do layouts and a 
host of menial chores that must be done to put a paper 

to bed; the billing and the paying of bills and clearing 
up etc. etc. They too deserve every bit as much credltup 
(blame?) as the editors through whom this article lias 
traced out our brief history.
